Great Loss of Life 
Tho loss of life cannot be esti- 


mated and the chief of police places 
the figures at one hundred and Illty- 
flve although many more may have 
died whose bodies will never 
be 


found. 'Some estimate that the loss 
•will be three times that number.

NEGRO CRAP SHOOTERS 


FIGHT BALL PLAYERS 


Two Blacks and a White Boy Are 


Killed and a Colored Man's Back 


Is Broken. 


Plttsburg, Pa.. June 1.—Negro "crap 


shooters" and white baseball players 
fought at West Liberty, three persons 
being killed and the hack of another 
broken 
with a baseball bat. The 


white boys and men attempted 
to 


lynch one negro. 
They had a rope j 


about his neck and were dragging him 
to a tree when the police were*scen to 
be approaching on a double-quick. In- 
stantly the whites began to beat their 
captive on the head and back with ball 
clubs. 
They fled before the police 


arrived, leaving the negro suffering 
from a broken back and other Injuries 
that will prove fatal. 


Two of those killed outright In tho 


fray were negroes and the third was 
a white boy. At least 100 shots were 
fired during the battle. 


A crowd of white boys were playing 


baseball and near by several negroes 
•were gambling with dice. The negroes, 
claiming the white boys had tried to 
break up the gambling game, attacked 
the ball players. 
A crowd watching 


the ball game Interfered In behalf of 
the white boys. The negroes received 
re-enforcements and a half hour flght 
In which clubs and revolvers were 
used followed, the fatalities being the 
result. 
The two negroes who were 


killed were shot by members of the 
white crowd.

When 
told that his victim was still living he 
expressed disappointment. Miss Will- 
lams was quickly placed on a street 
car and taken to a hospital, where her 
wounds were dressed.

critical condition on account of the 
great loss of blood and may not re- 
cover.

DERS FOR ALGERIA. 


Strong Contrast Between That Coun- 


try and the Barbarism of Morocco- 
Climate Very Similar to That of 
Southern California. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


The visit of President I.otibot 
to 


Algeria, where lie was welcomed and 
feted by the Arabs as well as by the 
French, 
demonstrates 
the 
great 


changes that have taken place In that 
country In the last seventy-three years, 
tho length of time that It has been 
governed by the French. 
For thrco 


hundred years previous It had been 
In the power of the Infidel, who not 
only ruled with an Iron hand through- 
out the land, hut Bent his corsairs, 
manned by Darbary privates, to prey 
upon the commerce of the seas. Cruis- 
ing in the Mediterranean, now such n 
favorite pastime with tho rich of all 
nationalities, was then tilled with clan- 
ger, for woe "bolide the hoplcss trav- 
elers who fell into tho hands of theso 
barbarians. 


In 1816 an English squadron of ships 


bombarded Algiers and destroyed the 
entire Algerian naval force. Over one 
thousand Christian slaves were set 
at liberty, and a promise was given by 
the Dey that piracy and Christian 
slavery should cease forever. The Al- 
gerians, however, did not long adhere 
to the terms of the treaty and soon 
again set the great powers of Europe 
at defiance. The end of the govern- 
ment of the Deys came about Home 
fourteen years later.

War Is passing from the 
earth. 


There arc still rumbles but they are 
like the retreating sounds of thun- 
der which grow fainter as the storm 
recedes. 
Men used to fight Just for 


the sake of fighting. 
Every man 


used to be a soldier. 
The farmer, 


the merchant were despised; only the 
sohilcr was honorable. 


The cost of war Is against It. The 


European statesmen rebel 
nt 
the 


draining of the nations to pay for 
armies and navies. 
And the des- 


tructlveness 
of 
modern weapons 


makes war less likely in tho future. 
The soldier was tho man of the past; 
the diplomat the scholar, the mer- 
chant are the men of the futre. 


But the spirit of tho soldier Is 


something the world must always 
have. 
American life today 
needs 


men of the same spirit as the men of 
•61.. 
Obedience 


Obedience is a soldierly virtue. It 


Is necessary In the drill. It is neces- 
sary In the battle. 
The spirit of 


obedience 
distinguishes the army 


from tho lawless and dangerous mob. 
It Is the first duty of the home to 
teach the child obedience. 
The par- 


ent who does not train the boy to 
obey cripples him for life. A\ here 
did the notion come from that It 
Is "blK" to do as you please? 
\\o 


have to obey nature's laws. 
Every 


man In business has to obey the laws 
of system and honor. 
The soldier's spirit Is the spirit 


of oulet activity. ' His business Is 
to act. not to talk. 
His eloquence 


Is the eloquence of deeds. Talking 
of a good thing does not relieve us of 
the necessity of doing It. 
The best 


work we do In advancing Christian 
Ity Is not our words In Its defense 
but our deeds In Its name. 


Willingness 


The spirit of the soldier Is that 


of willingness, oven anxiety, to do 
something. 
He is generally not so 


much afraid that he may be Rent 
Into the battle as he Is afraid he 
may not be sent. 
He wonts to go 


We need such a spirit In the world 
There Is something laggard In many 
of us. 
The world has too mnn> 
tame men and fearful men. who arc 
afraid that nothing can be done U 
uplift men and breafc the power of 
old evils. 
The soldier Is not afraid of hard- 


ness. 
He must bear cold and him- 


Ker without complaint. 
He must 


not search for the easy place.

need that spirit today. 
Too many 


of us flinch and shrink at the hard 
duties. 
If things do not go just 


right we whine" over our lot.

It is reported

U Is said that many persons saw the 
helpless men swept away. 


The Hooded district of the two Kan- 


sas Cltys covers an area threo miles 
long by four miles wide. The flood 
forms a semicircle reaching Fonth and 
urcst from the Union depot, which is 
located under high bluffs that marl; 
the dividing line between Kansas City 
(Mo.) proper and what Is luiowii as 
the West Hottoms. 


Waters Merge. 


The principal damage was at Ar-

The rise 
In the Kansas river met the water* of 
the Missouri on the northwest and 
merged finally at the highest point, 
at the Union depot.

WATER IS HIGH AT LA' CROSSE 


One Person Drowns and Great Loss 


Is Caused to Property. 


La Crosse, WIs., June 1.—While at- 


tempting to save some small furniture 
from his homo which was partly un- 
der water, I'aul Wickers wim drowned 
In sight of hundreds of peoplo In a 
spot directly over what Is ordinarily 
tho road leading to North La Crosse. 
Tho Hoods have reached the eity and 
small houses are afloat. On thu north 
side two feet of water has caused 
many families to Hoc to higher ground. 
Tho distress among the poorer classes 
In tho outskirts is great and If thu 
water rises another foot thousands uf 
dollars' worth of damage will bo donu 
In the wholesale district. 
The city 


Is entirely surrounded with water. The 
loss will reach thousands of dollars. 


extent of the disaster to huiiian life- 
can lio ascertained. 


The names of 'Jlio inlxsliiK have been 


reported to police headquarters here. 


Tlio number of dead Is merely a 


matter of estimate. Twenty members 
of rescuing parties tell of how they 
BIIW people diup from houses only to 
be swept away by the Hood, and oth 
era tell of men who, terrllie.il at the 
approach of the lire, dropped Into the 
water, where they sank nnd did not 
reappear. 


Estimate Is Conservative. 


This estimated number of dead does 


not Include the large number classed 
as missing, who cannot otherwise bo 
iiccotiutod for. Neither doi-s It Include 
the number who an- supposed to have 
lost their lives 111 the tire. In tlie lat 
ter class there is absolutely no means 
of arriving at even an approximate 
number of victims. Tin; water Is so 
high nnd (he current so strong, that 
all that can be dime now Is to rescue 
those In the buildings surrounded by 
water. 


So far only five bodies have been 


recovered and Identified. 
They an: 


those of Karl and Orvlllc Rupp, two 
Hupp girls and 13. II. darnel!. 


Police Chief Is Missing. 


Chief of I'ollce (.off and his famllj 


are among those not yet accountm! 
for. They may be among those on thu 
tops of the buildings, but this Is hard 
ly the case, as their house was In a 
direct path of the lire. 


The work of rescuing the victims of 


the Mood Is being 
pushed 
forwnn 


with vigor. Two Huh1 steam launches 
travel up and down the river, picking 
up survivors. A larger steamboat Is 
expected here by a special train ot: 
the Hock Island. 


A wire cable has been stn-tchei 


across the Kansas avenue bridge. To 
this has been attached n sand dip, and 
refugees will be brought across In 
this manner. If the Hood does not rise 
further and those not yet reached can 
keep their p!an;» there iK'fd not neces- 
sarily lie a much larger loss of life.
